2. DEPUTY SECRETARY GENERAL OF THE NATIONAL SECURITY CENTER OF 
THAILAND (NSCT), MR. VIRAT SAKJIRPAPONG, WHILE IN ROM KLAO 
WITH OTHER NSCT MEMBERS VISITING A STUDENT GROUP OF ACTIVISTS 
ON A DEMOCRACY PROPAGATING MISSION, WAS CONTACTED BY FORMER 
RESIDENTS OF BAN NAI HIN KONG AND LEVELED THEIR CHARGES. THE 
VILLAGERS CLAIM THAT 57 OUT OF 71 OF THEIR HOMES WERE BURNED ON

THE CT WERE DOING SO ONLY UNDER DURESS SINCE THE RTG WAS NOT 
ABLE TO PROVIDE THEM WITH SECURITY FROM THE COMMUNISTS. AC- 
CORDING TO THE VILLAGERS. THE COMMUNISTS TOOK OVER THEIR 
VILLAGE ON OCTOBER 14 AND HELD IT FOR 18 DAYS BEFORE RTG FORCES 
WERE ABLE TO MOVE IN AND DRIVE THEM OUT. DURINGTHE PERIOD OF CT 
CONTROL THE COMMUNISTS DISMISSED THE VILLAGE HEADMAN AND HIS 
DEPUTY. THEY THEN FORCED THE LOCAL SCHOOLTEACHERS TO ADOPT 
AND TEACH MARXIST-! .F.NINTST DOCTRINE IN THE LOCAL SCHOOLS. 

3. COMMENT: THE VILLAGE OF NAI HIN KONG IS LOCATED ASTRIDE 
THE TRI-PROVINCE BORDERS OF NAKHON PHANOM, KALASIN AND SAKON 
NAKHON AND IN AN AREA OF NA KAE DISTRICT SUBJECT TO CT IN- 
FLUENCE AND CONTROL. IN EARLY DECEMBER OF 1973 THE RTA CONDUCTED 
OPERATIONS IN THE AREA AGAINST KNOWN CT INFLUENCED/CONTROLLED 
VILLAGES. THIS LATEST INCIDENT COULD RESTIMULATE PRESS AND 
PUBLIC OPINION INTEREST IN RTG CONDUCT OF Cl OPERATIONS TO 
INCLUDE DEMANDS FOR THE RELEASE OF THE GOVERNMENT REPORT OF 
FINDINGS ON THE PREVIOUS BAN NA SAI CASE WHICH HAVE NOT BEEN 
DIVULGED. OF PARTICULAR INTEREST WILL BE THE REACTION OF THE 
RTA LEADERSHIP TO FURTHER STUDENT/PRESS INITIATIVES IN
